Mrs. Hinton, who is aged forty-two, 
and the child had started from the 
Hinton home to the home of Henry 
Townsend, where they were to take 
dinner.

In trying to turn a corner in the road 
it plunged the buggy against a fence 
|H)st, turning the vehicle over and 
hurling the occupants

Mrs. Hinton has been unconscious 
the greater part of the time since the 
accident. 
Her baby suffer <1 a con­ 
cussion of the brain and lived but 
two hours. 
Mrs. Shaner is also su f­ 
fering greatly.

caused the trouble is a spirited ani­ 
mal, but has been.raised by the Hin­ 
tons and was frequently used by any 
of the members of the family.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 24.—William 
Howard Taft came into Indianapolis 
last night and Indianapolis was glad 
to see him ju dging from the tremen­ 
dou s ou tpou ring of citizens to greet 
the Repu b lican candidate. He rode in 
a great parade, reviewed it and made 
three speeches. 
Two of these were 
b rief addresses to ou tdoor au diences, 
shortened b y the condition of his 
throat and the third was made to a 
crowd that packed 
b eyond 
normal 
capacity the b ig au ditoriu m in Vir­ 
ginia avenu e. 
The candidate arrived 
from Shelb vville, at the end o f a day 
o f speech-making on his special train, 
throu ghou t the state. 
He was met at 
the u nion station b y a b ig reception 
committee in au tomob iles. At 9 o’clock 
the parade started with Taft at the 
head. 
He dropped ou t at the cou rt 
hou se to watch the long line g o b y. 
He made his first speech at the cor­ 
ner 
of 
Meridian 
au ad 
New 
York 
streets; his second on the Circle, ia 
front ef the Colu mb ia elate. 
The oae 
and a half hou r effort at the au di­ 
toriu m did not b egin u adi after 10 
o’elock, b u t the crowd that waited was 
more than two halls cou ld have held. 
Desens of marching « lu b e participated 
in the parade, wb iete was ene of the 
greatest ever seen is this eity. Bands 
were eat is great naishers and dram 
cerps were as thiok as b anners.

Following his b ig In­ 
dianapolis reception, with which he 
er reesed himself well pleased, Mr.

“It’s wonderfu l how* these people 
come ou t on a night like this and stand 
in all this rain,” said Col. Dan M. 
Ransdell, who has the Taft special in 
his charge. 
"We have had some b ig events in 
other cities,” said another of the Taft 
party, “b u t this is the most remark­ 
ab le of all the demonstration in Mr. 
Taft’s honor.” 
Leaving here early this morning 
Mr. Taft opened the days speech- 
making at Greenfield, his train b eing 
schedu led for stops du ring the day 
at Richmond, Winchester, Portland. 
Decatu r. Fort Wayne, Colu mb ia City, 
Warsaw, 
Goshen, 
Elkhart, 
Sou th 
Bend, Laporte, Michigan 
City 
and 
Hammond, the day to close with a 
meeting at Chicago. 
Reports receiv­ 
ed here from the train on rou te indi­ 
cate the reception at the variou s stops 
on his itinerary is b u t 
repetition 
of the welcome given him in Indiana 
on the two previou s days.

Octav e Mirbeau tells an interesting 
sto ry o f tiie kaiser’s relatio ns with his 
ro y al mo ther.

FLEETS OF AIRSHIPS. 


British W a r Balloon Expert S a y s Tim » 
For T h e m Is Near. 
in the op inion of Colonel .lames 
Temp ler. former sup erintendent of the 
balloon factory of the British army at 
Aldershot, who talked at the Waldorf 
hotel in New York the other night on 
military aeronauties, it will be only a 
co inp ut ati vely short 
lime 
when 
the 
United States and other countries will 
have large fleets of large dirigible bal­ 
loons for emergencies of war 
The colonel went to New York after 
witnessing the tests of Cap tain Thom 
as S. Baldwin's w ar balloon at Fort 
My er, Va. 
He said oonntries like the 
United States and England, instead of 
having only two or three little dirig’- 
bles, carry ing two or three men each, 
would ultimately be content with noth­ 
ing less than several hundred war bal­ 
loons. 
“1 wo;s delighted," said the colonel, 
“with Cap tain Baldwin’s balloon, as ii 
was just the right shap e and size effi­ 
ciently to train men, and it certainlj 
was a great p ersonal success for Cap 
tain Baldwin—w’ho. by the way , is a 
sp lendid chap —as hitherto that size 
balloon had never been made so that 
it could be both dirigible and buoy aut 
The fact of its taking up two men ren­ 
dered the ascent made by Cap tain 
Baldwin aud Lieutenant Lahrn very 
surp rising to me and a most unquali­ 
fied success. 
" I am delighted to think that it is 
under consideration that Cap tain Bald­ 
win is to receive Instructions to build 
a larger dirigible balloon for y our war 
dep artm ent as soon as the money can 
be obtained. 
This m atter should be 
p ushed with all p ossible facility . 
"I am delighted with my recep tion. 
I am delighted wdth the country . Un­ 
less I get orders I shall stay here un­ 
til the W rights' aerop lane tests are 
over. I w’nnt to see those, not that I 
have any doubt as to the W rights 
meeting all the sp ecifications of the 
W'ar dep artment, but because I believe 
they can do even more.
